 BE IT ENACTED BY THE COUNCIL OF THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA, That this 25 

act may be cited as the “DC Water Critical Infrastructure Freedom of Information Clarification 26 

Temporary Amendment Act of 2023”. 27 

Sec. 2. Section 204(a)(15) of the District of Columbia Administrative Procedure Act, 28 

effective February 26, 2015 (D.C. Law 20-160; D.C. Official Code § 2-534(a)(15)) is amended 29 

by striking the phrase “critical infrastructure of companies that are regulated by the Public 30 

Service Commission of the District of Columbia” and inserting the phrase “critical infrastructure 31 

of the District of Columbia Water and Sewer Authority or companies that are regulated by the 32 

Public Service Commission of the District of Columbia” in its place. 33

as provided in section 602(c)(1) of the District of Columbia Home Rule Act, approved December 41 

24, 1973 (87 Stat. 813; D.C. Official Code § 1-206.02(c)(1)), and publication in the District of 42 

Columbia Register.  43 

 (b) This act shall expire after 225 days of its having taken effect. 44
